‘Atlanta Ranks Low in 
| Toll of Fatal Crashes 
Among 78 Leading Cit- 


| les of Country. 


Atlanta, with 
ities from January 3 to September 11, 
furnished less than 1 per cent of the 
4,162 deaths credited to 78 cities dur- 
ing. that period, statistics just com- 
piled by the department of commerce, 
show. 

More than 16 persons lose their lives 
daily through automobile accidents in 
| these 78 cities, it was pointed out, 
| which is equivalent to an annual death 
date of 18.9 per 100,000. 

A considerable variatioa occurs in 
the number of deaths from month to 
month, it was shown in the report. 
Starting with 431 in the January pe- 
riod, the number fell off to a min- 
imum of 347 in March, increased to 
549 for the four weeks ending June 
19, was lower during the next two) 
periods, 
of 560 in the period ending Septem- 
ber 11. 

Atianta’s maximum number of au- 
tomobile deaths, 10, occurred during 
the four weeks’ period from May 22 
to June 19, with the succeeding 
period. June 19-July 17, ranking the 
lowest with no deaths, the records 
show. This was the only month that 

was recorded with less than three 
deaths for Georgia’s capital city dur- 
ing the entire period from January 
3 to September 11. 

New York, with 663, led all cities 
in the number of automobile fatalities 
during the nine months’ period. Chi- 
cago was second with 435 deaths, 
and Detroit third, with 203. Others 
of the 7S cities recording more than 
100 deaths during the nine months’ 
period were: Philadelphia, 185; Los 
Angeles, 148; Cleveland, 145; St. 
Louis, 12 26, and Pittsburgh, 105.

Representative Will R. Wood, o 
Indiana, chief of the republican com- 
mittee, accused the democratic party 
leaders of hypocrisy or the farm re- 
lief question. 

“President Coolidge’s prosperity is- 
sue,” said Mr. Oldfield, “has been

Houghton Promulgates Laws 


“Gimme Brides Turn Birthstones To Grindstones” es 


For Lovers in Talk on Home 


Ten laws for lovers were promul- 
gated by Dr. Will H. Houghton Sun- 
day night at the Baptist tabernacle in 
the first of a series of sermons on the 
home, when more than 4,000 persons 
heard his snappy slogans on how to be 
happy though married, and more than 
¥ aie were said to have been turned 
away. 

Dr. Houghton, touching lightly on 
the evils of modern dress, brought the 
courtship of Rebecca by Isaac down 
to date and held Rebecca up as a 
model of decorous conduct and house- 
wifely virtue as a mark at which the 
modern flapper might well shoot in 
order to insure perfect connubial blias, 
and as a shining example for young 
men to consider in picking wives. 

Declaring that 65 per cent of elope- 
ments end in divorce, Dr. Houghton 
besought young persons to consider 
carefully before embarking on the seas 
of matrimony, and warned young men 
and women to seek rather the “home- 
ly” virtues than mere beauty in mak- 
ing life partnerships. 

Hloughton’s hints for husband and 
wife seckers follow: 

Ten Laws for Lovers. 

“Do not trifle with hearts, or some- 
one may step on yours. 

“Do not marry for beauty. Some- 
times a little paint covers an old 
model. 

“Do not court a ‘gimme,’ or yuur 
birthstone niay be a grindstone. 

*“Do not buy her all the candy now. 
Life will need some sweetening later. 

“Do nut marry too young. Puppy 
love sometimes leads to a dog’s life. 

“Do not forget married life is a 
partnership, not a battleship. 

“Do not expect faithfulness you do 
not give. Marriage is mutual. 

“Da not expect perfection. There is 
no one perfect but you. 

“Do not be critical The tongue is a 
dagger that reaches the heart. 

“Do not marry an irreligious person. 
The hope of a life to come will help 


make this life right.” 


Dr. Houghton in telling of Rehecca’s 
courtship, told the virtues sought by 
the servant, of Abraham and which 
he found in Rebecca. He said that 
she showed industry in going to the 
well for water, modesty in that she 
covered her face when warned that 
Issac was approaching and kindness 
in offering water to the camels. 

Modesty Despite Sfyles. 

The pastor emphasized the need for 
modesty today and said that while he 
did not mean to go into a tirade on 
modern dress, if some cf the girls of 
today knew how degrading styles were 
affecting young men they would not 
follow fashion’s decrees. He said 
though that he meant modesty in face 
and manner rather than dress and in- 
timated that the modern miss might 
even be modest in spite of dresses that, 
aceording to the latest dictates from 
Paris, probably will be at least one 
or two inches above the knee. The 
Baptist divine cited instances of 
young people under twenty years of 
age going to suicide graves because 
they had tasted all the thrills that 
life kas to offer. 

He) aid that the chiefest virtue 
which, uld be sought in marriage is 
loyalty » declared that the girl who 
is a flirt’ before marriage probably 
will be one after marriage. 

In concluding his sermon Dr. 
Houghton emphasized the fact that 
Issac’s bye was from his own race 
and begge@ girls not to marry men to 
reform them. He said that the young 
man who laughed at a girl’s religion 
before marriage would sneer at it 
afterward and later on curse her for 
it.

defeuse cracked to yield the Cardinals 
their winning margin of 3 to 2, but it 
was Alexander the Great who saved 
the day with as dramatic and exciting — 
finish as any champianship confiict 
has ever witnessed. 

Haines Ebbing Fast. 

The bases were full, two were out 
and only one Yankee run was needed 
to tie the game in the seventh inning 
when Alexander came to the rescue of 
the tottering Cardinal right-hander, 
Jesse Haines, whose finger was split 
from throwing his knuckleball and 
whose control was ebbing fast. It 


Was a situation calculated to test the ~~ 


stoutest heart and the most seasoned 
skill, with $50,000 and a world’s cham- - 
pionship hanging in the balance, but 
Alexander was equal to it. 

Facing Tony Lazzeri, a rookie gl- 
most young enough to be his son, thé 
great veteran hitched his trousers, call- 
ed on the power of a right arm that 
had carried him through 16 major 
league campaigns and struck out his 
man to retire the side as the crowd 
broke into a frenzied uproar. 

Sufely past this crisis, the most dra- 
matic moment of the game, Alexander 
easily subdued the Yanks in the clos- 
ing two innings, yielding only a pass 
to Babe Ruth in the ninth, as he com- 
pleted one of the greatest pitching ex- 
ploits in world’s series history. 

Twice before Alexander had stopped . 
the American league champions, going 
the full route to gain victories that 
pulled the fighting Cardinals each time 
back to even terms. It was only yes- 
terday that his masterful box work led 
the National leaguers to the triumph 
that forced the series to the limit, yet

$61,000,000 in Past Year 
In Canada, United States 


Increase of $5,500,000 
Shown Over 1925; Meth- 
od Now Considered 
Firmly Established. 


Sixty-one million dollars were rais. 
ed by Community Chests in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada during the year 


ending October 1, aceording to re 
ports received at the Atianta Commu 
ity Chest cffice from the Ameri- 
can Association for Community Or- 
ganization of New York. This is 
an inerease of 35,500,000 over the 
amount raised in 1625. 

The number of cities financing their 
social service work by the Communi- 
ty Chest methed is now 233 as com- 
pared with 206 the previous year. and 
184 in 1925. 

Only twenty-two 
decrease in their funds for the eur- 
Pent year, over the previous year, 
while 105 reported substantial in 
creases, Atlanta was one of the 2% 
cities reporting a falling off in the 
fund, having seeured $55,000 less for 
1926 than for 10925. 

Firmly Established. 

The method is now thoroughly es 

tablished in the country according to 
’. K. Glenn, chairman of the cam- 
paign executive committee. Few cit- 
ies of 35.000 population or. more stil! 
retain the former method of separate 
campaigns for social service organiza- 
tions. No cities of more than 100,000 
population have abandoned the meth 
od and there are 130 cities 
have followed the plan for four year 
or more. 

The reports show that for most o! 
these cities the second and third cam- 
paigns« have been tiie hardest und most

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EALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


In an address delivered to the Amer- 
icen Public Health association this 
summer Dr. Livingston Farrand, presi- 
dent of Corneil universitsy, outlined 
under 10 headings what every intelli- 
gent persou ouglt to know about 
health. 

1. [le should have a knowledge of 
the physiological basis for sound 
health. sech as regular and sufficient 
hours of sleep, right posture, suitable 
exercise and proper elimination. 

2. He should know the types and 


amounts and proportions ef the vari-! 


ous food elements essential to the prop- 
er nurture of the body. 

5. He should have an acquaintance 
with the principles of normal menta: 
action and the conditions underlying 
the more common variations from nor- 
mal state of mind. 

4. He should have a general under- 
standing of the sex instinct in man— 
its stages of deveiopment, its norma! 
expressison and the value and penal- 
ties attaching to it. 

5. He should have a knowledge of 
the factors determining infection and 
resistance and of the principles of 
artificial imm.uization in the cause of 
certain of the common infectivus dis- 
eases.

Y. He should have an_ intelligent 
basis for choosing wisely his medical 
and dental advisers and for realizing 
that the modern practice of medicine 
is grounded on science, and not on 
mystery, fancy and tradition. 

10. He should have a knowledge of 
the important health problems facing 
the community, of the methods of at- 
tacking those problems. and of the re- 
sults to he expected from intelligent 
community action in the public health 
field. ‘ 
It seems to me that a person might 
pass these 10 requirements and still 
be uninformed in many matters ver- 
taining ta health. However, Dr. Far- 
rand probably intended the outline as 
merely suggestive and not as a sylla- 
bus. At any rate let us hope no one 
will rush into print with the “Outlines 


by the Farrandecalogue. 
It seems, though, about time that 
some sort of syllabus or formal outline 


were adopted for the instruction of 
children in hygiene or health in the 
regular school course. What this uni- 
versity president says about the foun- 
dation of the modern practice of med- 
icine might apply as well to hyziene 
or health instruction, and accordingly 
one would like to believe we might 
now eliminate most of the mystery. 
fancy and tradition which many of 
our present publie health authorities 
and instructors cling to, and set down 
in fairly wieldy form the essentials 
of health knowledge, in order that 
this vital instruction be provided in 
the schools. If the American Pub- 
lic Health assuciation has taken any 
steps in this direction we have not 
heard about it. Perhaps the hands 
of that hody are tied by the fondness 
of man of its distinguished members 
for the mystery, fancy and tradition 
which Dr. Farrand refers to.
